SlI^KiG STEAMER 


Vessel Bound For New York Lost 
Off Coast of Scotltt'l. 


London. July 5.—Of 774 souls 
on 
board the Danish steamer Norge 128, 
including Captain Gundell| are known 
to have been saved. 
One of the chil- 
dren died in a life boat which brought 
others to safety. 
For the missing 61G 
persons small hopes are entertained. 


The enormous death roll whlcli w^as 
feared with the first news of the wreck 
ha-s been decreased by 102, that num- 
ber of survivors, after many 
priva- 
tions, having been landed at Storno- 
way. 
The Norge was wrecked 
last 
Tuesday and the first survivors were 
picked and landed three days later» 


The horrors of the wrock itself grow 
v;ith each survivor's account. 
Captain 
GundoH's statemont reads like an afii- 
davit from the dead, for he went down 
with his ship. 
He maintains that the 
Norge struclv on a sunken rock IS 
piiles south of Pcockall. 


No tragedy of the sea has had more 
appalling consequences, and none has 
occurred in a shorter time. 
The pas- 
sengers wore suddenly aroused from 
their sleep, terrified by the contact of 
the bows of the ship with tho solid 
granite, followed by a grinding, rasp- 
ing sound as if the hull was being 
shored over huge rocks. 
Then silence, 
as the clanging bells brought the en- 
gines to a stop. 
Those of the passen- 
gers Avho wefe standing at the time the 
steamer struck the rock .were thrown 
against the bulkheads or on the decks 
and had not recovered their feet, when 
a stentorian voice gave tho terrifying 
order: "All hands or deck; hurry or 
yon^may sink!" 


IViad Rush For tine Boats. 


Immediately there was a rush for 
the narro-w companionways, and men, 
women and children pushed and strug- 
gled and made every ofcbor effort to 
reach the deck where tUe^ooals swung 
from the davits. 
Many persons, re- 
taining their presence of mind, seized 
life preservers, only to find in some in- 
stances that the strings were rotten, 
and they could not be quickly 
put 
around 
their 
bodies. 
Those 
who 
reached the deck saw tho nose of the 
Norge 
pinned 
directly against 
the 
rock. 
It remained there only a few 
minutes, for Captain 
Gundell, 
com- 
manding, v/ho had immediately gone 
to the bridge, gave the order to the 
engine room to reverse the engines. 
Some men of the engineer force had 
relatives among tho passengers, and 
after seeing them safely to the boats 
they heroically returned to their sta- 
tions below. 


Slowly the ship backed off. and as 
she gained way it was found that the 
water was pouring into her hold. This 
announcement, called out in Scandi- 
navian and presaging death, added to 
the supreme fright and agony. 
The 
passengers who were piled in the boats 
were the foi-tunate ones who were to 
escape, wl/ile the unfortunates, who 
saw death near, clustered in the vi- 
cinity, 
seething, 
struggling 
masses, 
some on their 
knees, praying, 
sur- 
rounded by children, others supplicat- 
ing aid from any one, and^ shrieking 
for permissjon to enter the'boats, el- 
bowing, figliting 
their 
way to the 
places from which the boats were be- 
ing lowered. 


The sound of grinding ceased, and 
the bow of the Norge yawed as the 
steamer returned to deep water, 
The 
sea 
rushed 
hungrily Into the huge 
rents made by the roc ks in the iron 
hull. Swiftly the vessel began to .sink 
by the bows. 
V/ithout waiting for or- 
ders, without paying attention to their 
proper manning, the occupants began 
to lo\Yer'the boats. 


Life Boats V/recked, 


Two of the fir-st boat« lowered, filled 
with women and children, were smash- 
ed against the side of the ship, and 
all were drowned. Y/hen the 
upper 
deck of the Norge was only a fev/ feet 
from the water it v/as apparent 
to 
every one that only a few 
minutes 
more and she Avould plunge beneath 
the wave?. 
In thr final crisis those

Tho passengers fran- 
tically pulled away from the doomed 
ship, passing by poor wretches who 
wore still afloat and who vainly begged 
to bo taken on board, whilo from the 
sliip came long, dpspaîring cries, The 
women in tho boat 
which 
reached 
Grimsby hid their eyes, but the men 
who were sitting facing the Norge say 
they saw the 
captain 
still on tho 
bridge, and the passengers» on deck in 
attitudes of resignation. 
While 
they 
looked the Norge plunged forward, her 
stern shot up in tho air and she dis- 
appeared, 
The swimmers in the vi- 
cinity of the ship were drawn into tho 
vortex, around which they swirled like 
chips in the maelstrom. 
But 12 min- 
utes elapsed from the timo the ship 
struck until she sank. 
Captain Gun- 
dell is among the 
rescued, 
having 
been picked up v/ith 70 others by the 
German steamer Energie. 


Many Deeds of Heroism. 


Many 
deeds 
of 
heroism 
shino 
brightly through 
the pall of 
catas- 
trophe. Tha-fr of Jans Peters Jansen, 
\vho has relatives in Brooklyn. N, Y,, 
Is told with admiration by the sur- 
vivors. 
He was one of the engineers 
of the Norge. 
When the ship struck 
he learned the extent of the disaster 
and went below to wdiere his relatives 
wore and told them and those nearby 
to go at once to the upper deck. He 
accompanied them to the boats and 
saw them safely on board. 
He was 
urged to join them, but said ho must 
return to the engine room, and, shout- 
ing a farewell, ran to his place of duty, 
whore he died. 


Some of the male passengers, with- 
out a .thought of self, placed women 
and children in the boats, preferring 
to remain behind rather than take ad- 
vantage of their strength. 


The mate of tho Norge. who left the 
ship in the boat which arrived hero, 
seeing that it was overcrowded, leaped 
into the water for the purpose of sv/im- 
ming to a second boat not far away. 
He had only gone a short 
distance 
when; weighted 
by his clothes, 
his 
strength gave out and ho sank. 
So 
dazed were the survivors of the Norge 
who were safely brought to Grimsby 
that it was difiicult to obtain a con- 
nected story of the disaster. Twenty- 
six persons in all reached here, 19 
men, six women aud one child, a girl 
C years old. 
Every one has^ relatives 
in America. 
They say the great ma- 
jority of those who went down were

Katerina Sillander, whose husband 
lives in Chicago, said to the corres- 
pondent: **Kverything was quiet and 
most of th.e passengers were sleeping.

time I did not know what 
it 
meant, but when it struck again 
I 
realized its meaning.. J seized my child 
by the hair and ran up the companion- 
way. I threw the bpJ)y into the bottom 
of a boat and then jumped in myself. 
Some of the women on board 
had 
seven or ci^iit children 
each, from 
whom they became separated, and tho 
cries of these mothers calling for their 
missing children 
were heartrending. 
The life belts were almost useless, for 
tho strings would not hold. When the 
boat left tho ship there were mrny 
passeniîers standing on tho docks beg- 
ging with hands outstretched.

S li¥lG STEAMER 


Vessel Bound For New York Lost 
Off Coast of Scotian I. 


London, July 5,—Of 774 souls 
on 
board the Danish steamer Norge 128, 
including Captain Gundell][ are known 
to have been saved. 
One of the chil­ 
dren died in a life boat which brought 
others to safety. For the missing 646 
persons small hopes are entertained. 
The enormous death roll which was 
feared with the first news of the wreck 
has been decreased by 102, that num­ 
ber of survivors, after many priva­ 
tions, having been landed at Storno­ 
way, 
The Norge was wrecked 
last 
Tuesday and the first survivors were 
picked and landed three days later* 
The hoiTors of the wrock itself grow 
v;ith each survivor’s account. Captain 
Gundcll’s statement reads like an afii- 
davit from the dead, for he went down 
with his ship. 
He maintains that the 
Norge struclv on a sunken rock 18 


9iiles south of RockalL 
No tragedy of the sea has had more 
appalling consequences, and none has 
occurred in a siiortor time. 
The pas­ 
sengers wore suddenly aroused from 
their sleep, terrified by the contact of 
the bows of the ship with tho solid 
granite, followed by a grinding, rasp­ 
ing sound as if the hull was being 
shored over huge rocks. Then silence, 
as the clanging bells brought the en­ 
gines to a stop. 
Those of the passen­ 
gers Avho wefe standing at the time the 
steamer struck the rock .were thrown 
against the bulkheads or on the decks 
and had not recovered their feet, when 
a stentorian voice gave the terrifying 
order: ‘'All hands or deck; hurry or 
you^may sink!'' 
IViad Rush For the Boats. 
Immediately there was a rush for 
the narro-w com panion ways, and men, 
women and children pushed and strug­ 
gled and made every other effort to 
reach the deck where the^'oals swung 
from the davits. 
Many persons, re­ 
taining their presence of mind, seized 
life preservers, only to find in some in­ 
stances that the strings were rotten, 
and they could not be quickly put 
around 
their 
bodies. 
Those 
who 
reached the deck saw the nose of the 
Norge 
pinned 
directly against the 
rock. 
It remained there only a few 
minutes, for Captain Gundell, com­ 
manding, v/ho had immediately gone 
to the bridge, gave the order to the 
engine room to reverse the engines. 
Some men of the engineer force had 
relatives among the passengers, and 
after seeing them safely to the boats 
they heroically returned to their sta­ 
tions below. 
Slowly the ship backed off, and as 
she gained way it was found that the 
water was pouring into her hold. This 
announcement, called out in Scandi­ 
navian and presaging death, added to 
the supreme fright and agony. 
The 
passengers who were piled in the boats 
were the fortunate ones who were to 
escape, wl/ile the unfortunates, who 
saw death near, clustered in the vi­ 
cinity, 
seething, struggling masses, 
some on their knees, praying, sur­ 
rounded by children, others supplicat­ 
ing aid from any one, and^ shrieking 
for permission to enter the'boats, el­ 
bowing, fighting 
their 
w^ay to the 
places from v/hich the boats were be­ 
ing lowered. 
The sound of grinding ceased, and 
the bow of the Norge yawed as the 
steamer returned to deep water, The 
sea 
rushed 
hungrily into the huge 
rents made by the ro( ks in the iron 
hull. Swiftly the vessel began to .sink 
by the bows. V/ithout waiting for or­ 
ders, v/ithout paying attention to their 
proper xuanning, the occupants began 
to low'er'the boats. 
Life Boats V/recked, 
Two of the first boat« lowered, filled 
with women and children, were smash­ 
ed against the side of the ship, and 
all w^ere drovv'ned. Y/hen the upper 
deck of the Norge -was only a fev/ feet 
from the w ater it v/as apparent to 
every one th at only a few minutes 
more and she Avould plunge beneath 
the wave?. 
In thr final crisis those 
who were able to remember clearly 
w'hat happened^ say that the shrjeks 
and sobs died away, tniú that the quiet 
was only broken by the curses of some 
men, whose ftcW’ found vent in bias-

stand by the ship, hoping against hope 
that she would remain afloat. 
Throe boats it is known successfully 
rcachod th,e sea, Tho passengers fran­ 
tically pulled away from the doomed 
ship, passing by poor wretches who 
wore still afloat and who vainly begged 
to be taken on board, whilo from tho 
sliip came long, despairing cries, The 
women in the boat 
which 
reached 
Grimsby hid their eyes, but the men 
who were sitting facing the Norge say 
they saw the 
captain 
still on the 
bridge, and the passengers>on deck in 
attitudes of resignation. 
While 
they 
looked the Norge plunged forward* her 
stern shot up in the air and she dis­ 
appeared. 
The swimmers in the vi­ 
cinity of the ship were dra^vn into tho 
vorte.^, around which they swirled like 
chips in the maelstrom. 
But 12 min­ 
utes elapsed from the time the ship 
struck until she sank. 
Captain Gun­ 
dell is among the 
rescued, having 
been picked up v/ith 70 others by tho 
German steamer Energie. 
Mnny Deeds of Heroism, 
Many 
deeds 
of , heroism 
shino 
brightly through the pall of catas­ 
trophe. Thiî’fc of Jans Peters Jansen, 
who has relatives in Brooklyn. N. Y., 
Is told with admiration by the sur­ 
vivors. 
He was one of the engineers 
of the Norge. 
When the ship struck 
he learned the extent of the disaster 
and went below to where his relatives 
wore and told them and those nearby 
to go at once to the upper deck. He 
accompanied them to the boats and 
saw them safely on board. He was 
urged to join them, but said ho must 
return to the engine room, and, shout­ 
ing a farewell, ran to his place of duty, 
v/here he died. 
Some of the male passengers, with­ 
out a .thought of self, placed women 
and children in the boats, preferring 
to remain behind rather than take ad­ 
vantage of their strength. 
The mate of the Norge, who left the 
ship in the boat which arrived here, 
seeing that it was overcrowded, leaped 
into the Avater for the purpose of sv/im- 
ming to a second boat not far away. 
He had only gone a short distance 
when.- weighted by his clothes, his 
strength gave out and ho sank- 
So 
dazed were the survivors of the Norge 
who were safely brought to Grimsby 
that it was difiicult to obtain a con- 
nectod story of the disaster. Twenty- 
six persons in all reached here, 19 
men, six women aud one child, a girl 
C years old. 
Every one h a ^ relatives 
in America. 
They say the great ma­ 
jority of those who went down were 
/on their way to join relatives or 
friends 
located 
principally 
in

northwestern states. 
Katerina Sillander, \vhose husband 
lives in Chicago, said to the corres­ 
pondent: “Everything was quiet and 
most of th.e passengers were sleeping. 
I had left my berth and was dressing 
my baby. When the ship struck the 
first time I did not know w^hat It 
meant, but when it struck again I 
realized its meaning.. I seized my child 
by the hair and ran up the companion- 
way. I threw the ba,])y into the bottom 
of a boat and then jumped in myself. 
Some of the women on board had 
seven or ei^ht children each, from 
whom they became separated, and tho 
cries of these mothers calling for th d r 
missing childron 
were heartrending. 
The life belts were almost useless, for 
tho strings would not hold. V/hen the 
boat left the ship there were many 
passengers standing on the decks beg­ 
ging with hands outstretched. Many,

about noon a heavy rain began, that 
presently settled Into a dismal» all-day 
drizzle which 
saturated 
everything 
above ground, and produced an Inde- 
scribably dreary effect of autumn and 
desolation. 


It depressed even Jack's abundant 
spirits, and he trotted soberly behind 
me, manifesting only a slight Interest 
in the rabbit and woodchuck burrows 
We passed. 
As for myself, I did not 
much mind getting drenched; but I 
greatly disliked the idea of a wet 
camp.

No insect is so dreaded in Africa as 
the tsetse fly, the bite of which is 
fatal to horses. The only effectual pro- 
tectlon to the horse Is a complete suit 
of pajamas, which are largely in use. 
The cloth of which the pajamas are 
made is sting-proof. 


Dr. Calvello, an Italian, has discov- 
ered that nine per cent, of essence of 
thyme and eighteen per cent, of es- 
sence of geranium make an excellent 
disinfectant, when freely Used, for the 
hands of medical operators. As these 
essences enter largely into the composi- 
tlon of eau de Cologne, it follows that 
this scent is a good antiseptic for or- 
dinary purposes. 


In his experiments with various vehi- 
cles, M, Mlchelin has found that iron 
tires require greater motive power than 
either solid rubber or pneumatic. 
An 
electric automobile running with five 
per cent, greater speed with pneumatic 
tires took eighteen per cent, less power 
than when fitted with solid tires; and 
n stopping, the solid tires required an 
Increase of fourteen per cent. In brak- 
ng power.

HORSE 


Ctaj;« Driver Tells of » riftn That Work«4l 
on One of Hit Afiimiilfi. 


The stage had lost four or five min* 
utes through the obstinacy of a balkjr 
horse, the animal» with uuusuaL per- 
ceptive faculties, having selected that 
part of Fifth avenue a little below 
TAventy-thlrd street at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon—the hour when traffic is at

The passenger beside him looked 
terested, and the driver 
continued: 
"I had a horse that made a practice 
of balking at the foot of a hill. 
Nothing would start him, and we finals 
ly found that if there were any hills 
on the road wo might as well not take 
that horse on that trip. One day I for- 
got this, however, and the result was 
as usual. The animal refused to budge 
when he came to a hill—just a little 
rise in the road, in fact. I had a piece 
of strong cord in my pocket, and I 
made a slip-noose, tied it to the horse's 
tail, passed it through a ring in the 
harness, nnd brought it back to the 
wagon. Then I gave the cord a good, 
smart pull. 
Well, you ought to have 
seen the way that horse went up the 
hill, 
I got hqld of the reins just in 
time, or there'd been a runaway sure.*' 
"How about the next time he came 
to a hill?" asked the passenger. 


"There wasn't no more hills for that 
horse. 
He just naturally wiped 'em 
off the slate. Whenever he came to a 
hill after that he'd bolt up it as though 
some fiend was after him, I guess he 
remembered the cord all right. 
An' 
the best part of the game was the 
fact that the cord scheme wouldn't 
have hurt a fox terrier. 
It just gave 
the horse a new line of thoucrlit."— 
New York Mall and Express. 


For shallow-draught steamers, both 
side-wheels and stern-wheels have dis- 
advantages, especially In the weight of 
their machinery, while propellers—as 
they have been used in fixed tunnels- 
lose efficiency through increased fric- 
tion as loading sinks the tunnel's open- 
ing. In a new English propeller boat 
for shallow rivers, the stern end of 
the tunnel is made adjustable by a 
hinged flap. Raising or lowering the 
flap keeps the opening Just below the 
surface, and It is claimed that with a 
moderate load the gain is twenty-five 
per cent. 


The search for a welding process for 
aluminium,still goes on. In spite of the 
claim of several investigators that they 
have discovered a practical solution of 
the problem. One of the latest claims 
is that of Mary W. Emme, of New 
York City, who has discovered that the 
result may be attained by heating the 
two contacting ends of aluminium un- 
der suitable condition approximately to 
or above a temperature of 600 deärees 
Centigrade, 
To carry out the process 
successfully the parts must be scrupu- 
lously cleansed before heating them to 
the welding point, and it is stated that 
the result is a mass possessing the 
same physical qualities of a piece of 
aluminium which has never been sub- 
jected t6 separation. 


The London School of Tropical Medi- 
cine has discovered a new parasite 
which is the cause of a tropical fever 
which resembles malaria, but which 
does not yield to the same treatment» 
and is generally fatal in Its results. 
The new creature does not Inhabit the 
corpuscles like the malaria parasite, 
but is free in the blood current, like the 
filarlae, which is the cause of elephan- 
tiasis; and it is either identical with or 
closely resembles the parasite commun* 
munlcated to certain animals by the 
tsetse fly. It Is described as a trlcho- 
soma. 
Its discovery is too recent to 
admit of more than a bare mention, 
but it imdoubtedly opens out a pros- 
pect of cure In a class of cases which 
lave hitherto proved almost absolutely 
intractable, and onae more demon- 
strates the wisdom 
of 
establishing 
such a school of medical research.

The promises of economy gains from 
burning pulverized coal have for ye/*/^ 
led to persistently 
recurring 
experi* 
ments and each new venture in the 
field has been heralded with claims 
of final success. 
After all, however, 
experience in every instance seems to 
have ultimately demonstrated that it 
is difficult to obtain combustion of such 
fuel with as 
small an amount of air 
per pound of fuel as can be obtained 
in the best practice with coal fired on 
an ordinary grate, and this has alwaj's 
tended to make the economy lower 
than with the usual method. 
Besides 
this, the power required to operate the 
coal pulverizer and feeder has counted 
against the eificiency of the plant as a 
whole, and there is generally some dif- 
ficulty from the collection of ashes and 
unconsumed particles of coal Jn the 
back connections of the boilers. Judg- 
ing from all the available data, these 
drawbacks still remain to be overcome. 


To Cur« a Wound. 


Attention has once more been called 
to the survival of folk-lore in rural 
parts; this time by evidence given in 
a stabbing case tried at the Essex 
Assizes. 
To quicken the healing of 
the wounds the knife with which they 
were inflicted was smeared with grease 
and laid on the bed of the patient. 
The purpose served by the applica- 
tion of grease or oil to the knife--or 
to any steel instrument that has in- 
flicted wounds—is to prevent it from 
rusting. For if the steel is allowed to 
become rusty, the wound is affected, 
and festering and mortification follow 
the progress of the rust. 
Another 
quaint belief is that the application 
of an oiled knife Is a safe, certain and 
quick remedy for scalds and burn«.— 
Loudon Chronicle.

Just above the level of the pond, at 
Its eastern end, he saw the heaps of 
ashes and a circle of bricks on the 
clinker-strewn terrace where the pump- 
house had once stood. Up to the top of 
the sheer wall beside it ran a line of 
rusty red, broken by a few short iron 
rods, witJi scattered chain-links and 
frayed 
rope-ends 
hanging to them, 
showing where the pipe that drained 
the quarry had been fastened. 
As Sedgwick’s 
eyes 
followed tlie 
water-line along the base of the steep 
cliffs, his attention was caught by a 
dash of vivid pink against the dull 
blue quarry wall. It needed no second 
glance to tell him what it was.

his finger tips the rope ran through the 
oya of a supporting rod.

He looked up. 
It was more than

yards below. 
It would bo an easy 
matter to swing himself down 'to the 
safety those Avooden steps afforded, 
while to climb to the level of the 
field meant several minutes of hard 
and painful work.

It 
he took liglit hold he» could not lift his 
weight, while a firm grasp meant cruel 
laceration of his hands. 
SedgwU'k set his tteth and contract­ 
ed his grip. A man can afford to un­ 
dergo some physical discomfort when 


he Is swinging over a hundred feet of 
empty air. 
Once, twice, throe times ho renewed 
his hold, raising himself until he could 
get one knee over the bar. 
When ho 
finally stood upon it the insides of his 
hands and fingers were bleeding co­

.dozens of minute punc­ 
tures, tind , ‘ perspiration stood in 
big drops on 
his 
face. 
His head 
throbbed painfully in the hot sun. The 
veins and arteries seemed full to the 
point of bursting. 
Decidedly, this was more than he 
had bargained for. But the grass-roots 
were now barely twenty feet above, 
and he entertained no thought of turn­ 
ing back. 
It was now dead noon and fearfully 
hot, Tho hard bluish-Avhite wall swam 
before tho botanist’s eyes. 
If only 
some cloud would check those terrible 
fiery arrow« the sun was shooting at 
him! 
The light tin canister weighed like 
lead upon his shoulders. 
His arms 
ached as if they would drop off. and he 
was growing weak and dizzy. What if 
he were to have a sunstroke before he 
reached the surface! 
The dread of it gave him fresh 
strength, and before this wore av>'ay 
he had lifted himself ten feet higher 
and stood on another bar. There Avas 
but one more; and after that—safety. 
The next few moments were agoniz­ 
ing ones for Sedgw'ick; moments of 
dead, painful effort that seemed to 
drain his system to the very dregs of 
energy and endurance. 
The blood from his torn hands ran 
down his wrists into liis sleeves as lie 
climbed, and now and then a drop 
spattered upon his face. 
The pitiless 
sun-rays seemed to be probing his 
brain, 
burning out the power 
of 
thought and leaving only the con­ 
sciousness of suffering. 
Yet in spite of all he kept rising. 
First with one hand, then with the 
other, ho grasped the strands above 
the bar. 
The eye through which the 
rope ran was close to his chin; it 
touched his chest, Ids thigh. A second 
later he got his knee upon it and then 
his foot. His face was just above the 
level of the ground, and the warm 
fragrance of the luxuriant grass was 
strong in his nostrils. 
And now, when deliverhnce seemed 
so close, came the most terrible five 
seconds the botanist ever experienced. 
As he stood on the six-inch rod of 
steel, his body was turned sidewise so 
that it leaned against the cliff.

Then, mustering all his strength, he 
raised himself slightly. 
His feet had hardly left the bar 
when his right handhold tQre out; his 
left followed. He slipped back, clutch­ 
ing wildly at the gra.ss-stalks, until his 
soles touched again the slender rod of 
steel. 
There he stood for a moment, 
rigid Avith horror, tottering above the 
abyss. 
Everything depended on the turn 
his body took in balancing.

AFFAIRS 


EASY CARPET CLEANING. 
To clean a carpet without removing 
it from tho floor, sprinkle it generously 
with slightly dampened sawdust. After 
it has lain on tho fioor for a few^ min­ 
utes go over the carpet with a stiff 
broom moistened with hot w’ater and 
kept clean by being frequently rinsed 
with hot w’ater as the sweeping pro­ 
gresses. 
After the sawdust has been 
removed, sw’cep tho carpet with a 
softer broom. 
To go over it a third 
time with a broom bound with a soft 
cloth dampened with ammonia w’ater 
(one teaspoon ammonia to one quart 
of water) brightens the colors and re­ 
moves the last particle of dust. 
The 
cloth must be kept clean by constant 
rinsing, and the ammonia W’ater must 
be kept clean by rinsing the cloth in 
a separate bucket. 
\ 


COLLEGE NOTES. 


CARE OF BROOMS. 
Brooms are expensive articles, and 
we wish them to last as long as pos­ 
sible. 
When you are buying a broom 
select one that has a tinge of green 
about it, for it shows that the corn 
was cut w’hen it was young and pliant. 
Make it a rule that whoever uses the 
broom shall hang it up as soon as the 
sweeping is done, and it will keep its 
f?hape much longer than if it is throw^n 
behind the door until it is wanted 
Again. The springs sold for that pur­ 
pose are good and can bo fastened to 
the door frame or any other conven­ 
ient place; or a screw” eye may bo 
^crew^ed into the top of the handle and 
(he broom hung up on a nail or hook 
when not in use. A new broom should 
never be used to scrub with. 
This 
advice has been given so often that it 
seems useless to repeat it, yet we see 
it done every day, and housewives 
wondei’^ w^'hy their brooms \vear out 
so soon. . 


TABLE DECORATIONS. 
In decorating a table where a few 
fiow’ers are obliged to do duty the 
serviettes can be folded in form of a 
cornucopia either in one large opening 
Dr tw’o smaller ones, as preferred. For 
a prettj’’ fioral decoration to this white 
linen tw’O or throe blossoms with some 
green leaves can be so grouped in each 
opening as to form a dainty little bou­ 
quet, the flow’ers and leaves standing 
up as in a vase. 
As a more simple, and yet artistic 
ndornment. a double carnation, with a 
spray of mignonette, makes an «eifec- 
tlve showing when combined with two 
or three light-colored geranium leaves. 
As an extra ornamentation for the 
board, violets or pansies, when in sea­ 
son, or any spring blossom of not too 
large proportion, is exceedingly de­ 
corative wiien placed at regular inter­ 
vals apart over this snow^y white da- 
maslv. The table linen in this case is 
better without figure, with only one 
broad stripe in the border. As a table 
border the smilax is a lovely green, 
and is sure to be an effective plan, 
with the four corners decorated with 
cream-colored satin ribbon in a gar­ 
niture of big row^s and long flowing 
ends. 
If desired, a delicate pink is 
showy, and makes an acceptable fin­ 
ish; also a light blue or a pale lemon.

Buttered Parsnips—Boil tender and 
Kcrape; slice lengthwise, 
Put three 
tabluspoonsful butter in a saucepan, 
with pepper, salt and a little chopped 
parsley. When heated put in the pars­ 
ley. 
Shake and turn until mixture 
bolls, then lay the parsnips in ordur 
upon a dish, and pour the butter over 
them and serve. 
Cottage Pie—A cottage pic makes a 
good suj)per dish. 
Mince a pound of 
cold meat and mix with a sliced onion 
that has been freshly fried In a little 
butter. 
Season with salt and pepper 
and place in a pie dish with a lltile 
W’ater. Cover evenly with a deep layer 
of mashed potatoes beaten light and 
topped by a few' pieces of butter. Bake 
about half an iiour. 
Creamed Potatoes—Chop the pota­ 
toes or cut in small cubes; make a 
good wiiito sauce, using tw^o table­ 
spoonfuls of butter, one and a half of 
fiour, and a cup and a half of milk; 
season w'ell with salt and pepper, stir 
in the potatoes, tossing lightly so that 
they will not be “mussy;” just before 
turning out the flame sprinkle a little 
minced parsley over the top. 
Pickled Quinces—Quarter the quinces 
and steam until tender, then drop 
them into the following mixture: One 
quart vinegar, one cup sugar, one tea­ 
spoon ground cinnamon and one-half 
teaspoon ground cloves tied in a thin 
cloth. 
Have this hot and cook the 
steamed quinces in it for five minute^. 
These should stand a few' days before 
being used. 
Quinces are so tart that 
they require more sugar than other 
sw^eet pickles. 
Tlie vinegar ^should 
just cover the quinces.

Wet and knead a little of it between 
' the fingers; if it works dry and elastic 
it is good; if it works soft and stlqky 
It is poor. 
Flour made from spring 
wheat is likely to be sticky. 
(3.) 
Throw a little lump of dry flour against 
a dry, smooth, perpendicular surface. 
If it adhere in a lump, the flour has 
life in it; if it falls like powder, it it 
bad. 
(4.) Squeeze some of the flour 
in the hand; if it retains the shape 
given by the pressure, that, too, is a 
good sign. Flour that will stand all 
these tests is safe to try.

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Laundry Hints» 


Wash day is the bete noir of many 
a household. There is really no reason 
Why it should be. The results of the 
day make everyone sweeter, neater 
and cleaner. 
Here are a few sugges- 
tions that will make the day easier 
and happier. 


Fine clothes need no rubbing. They 
should first be wrung out of eold water 
and then boiled fifteen minutes in 
Water in AvJaich plenty of soap has 
been dissolved. 
Two rinsings should 
make them pure and white. 


Clothes look better from which the 
Water is dripping Avhen hung upon the 
line than 
those 
which have been 
tightly wrang. 


When clothes are very soiled the 
spots should be rubbed with .a fibre 
bristle brush. 


An excellent vrashing fluid is made 
by adding to the water in the boiler 
one tablespoonful of spirits -of turpen- 
tine and one tablespoonful -of am- 
monia. 


In washing curtains put them In the 
tub and wet them with coal -oil. Then 
pour Ihot suds upon them. 
They 
should, be drawn many times through 
the fingers to strip them of dirt and 
then rinsed twice. 


Ginghams soaked In salt crater will 
cot fade. 


Silk handkerchiefs should be washed 
alone In luke-warm water and rinsed 
three times in cold water. Then blue 
them and iron them before tb^y are 
dry. 


Dainty dollies, tray cloths and cen- 
tre-pieces should be washed with cas- 
tile soap. 
Always iron them -on tbo 
wrong side.

TO MAKE A WIND HARP. 
A groat many of our readers are very 
clever little musicians, and some of 
them play several kinds of iustru- 
inents, tho violin, banjo, mandolin, etc,, 
but there are still more of them who 
do not play at all, although they are 
ju st as fond of music as tho rest. 
Here is a way in which you can 
have all the music you want aud music 
of a very iiigh order, too, which none 
of your little friends cau produce on 
their favorite instruments, no matter 
how hard they try. You may have one 
of the very oldest musicians in the 
iWorld playing for you. and you may lis­ 
ten to tho very same melodies that the 
aniGcnt Greeks used to hear and which 
they thou.2:ht so beautiful that they 
said the spirit of music, which they 
<ialled the Groat God Pan, was playini^ 
for them. 
This music is nothing but 
the wind, aud it is ready at all times 
to play for you if you will provide the 
instrument.

THE GIANT TREES. 


One of Thom Woulil Make a Foncc Six 
Foot Ulicli and Tweiitj-^four Mito» Lons;. 
The only way wo can comprehend the 
greatness of the **big trees'- of Califor* 
nia without actually seeing them is by 
comparing them AVith things of every­ 
day life. 
Imairlne one of those trees 
being transplanted to the corner of 
Fifth avenue and Brn,adway, New York 
City. It would make the Fifth Avetmo 
Hotel look like a .cottage, and if the 
largest tree now grow in: on Manhat­ 
tan Islatid were placed on the top of 
the Flatiron Building, it would still be 
in the shade of tho big tree's upper 
branches. 
General Waltouftol stated 
not long ago that if he could have haa 
one of these big trees to throw across 
tho Pei-ho River upon the arrival of 
the international army, it would have 
served as a bridge across which ho 
could have marched the entire 30,000 
men into Pekin in fortj’-fivo minutes. 
It is estimated that some of these 
trees contain 7r>0,(>00 feet of lumber, 
and wo may get an idea of what this 
moans when we Iiear that It would 
make a board fence six feet high and 
twenty-four miles long, or that it would 
supply eno^'gh telegraph poles to sup­ 
port a line of wires running from Kan­ 
sas City to Chicago. If the tallest elm 
tree you know of were cut down and 
bent into a circle, it would just about 
make a ring to fit the base of one of the 
big trees. But it is not their size alone 
which makes these giants so impres­ 
sive; their age is still more remarkahle. 
When Cheop's army of lOO.OOO men be­ 
gan to build tho great pyramid of 
Jee/.eh, over 2000 years before Christ, 
those Sequoias, as they are «»ailed, had 
bark on them a foot thick: they were 
old, old trees when Methusaleh was a 
baby—they are the very olde«?t living 
things on the face of tho earth. 
And 
we Americans shouid regard them as a 
priceless heritage, which once taken 
from us could never bo replaced, and 
we should at any cost guard them for­ 
ever from those who with ax and saw 
would in onr* week undo tho work of 
SOOO years.—Woman's Homf' Cumpan- 
ion. 


TJlilizinq: tlie Deail Sen. 
It is believed that before very long 
the Dead Sea will be exploited for in­ 
dustrial purposes. 
French engineers 
are atvwork on three different i)rojects 
with this purpose in view. 
Tho level 
of the Dead Sea being more than 1300 
feet below that of the Mediterranean 
and Ptod seas, it is thought by connect­ 
ing either of these two seas by means 
of a canal with the Dead Sea, a stream 
of water Avould fio^v with a velocity 
calculated 
to produce 
some 25,000 
horsepoAver. 
There is dnnger, it is 
asserted, of an overflowing of the Dead 
Sea, for tho waters there evaporate at 
so great a rate (0,000,000 tons a day) 
that the incoming waters would make 
no appreciable diil’erence in the level. 
One project is to start the canal from 
the Bay of Acre, load it southward 
past Mount Tabor, and let it join at 
Baisan, the waters of the Jordan. An­ 
other plan is to build the canal along 
the railway line from Jaffa to Jerusa­ 
lem. 
But this would, mean blasting 
A tunnel of some thirty-seven miles 
through the mountains of Old Judea. 
The third project, the cheapest, pro­ 
poses to start at Akaba, in the Ked 
Sea, and pass through the desert of 
Wady-el-Jebel. Having obtained power 
in this manner, it is thought many in­ 
dustrial w’orks will bo carried on.— 
London Daily Nows.

In a case also of pre- 
j5umptive inability of motion, caused by 
nervous debility, radium elTected a 
complete cure within three days—pro* 
ably, hoAvevor, through suggestion. In 
acute facial paralysis of entirely new 
origin, radium effected a cure in one 
day. 
Samples of weak radio-activity 
are now rather inexpensive, so that 
other physicians are enabled to verify 
these results.

TREATM ENT OF HEDGES. 
When the hedge plants begin to die 
out tho cause may sometimes bo traced 
to lack of plant food. Thoro is consid­ 
erable 
wood 
removed 
from 
hedge 
plants every year when tho hedges are 
trimmed, and this annual loss cannot 


1)0 sustained by tho plants unless they 
are assisted. Apply wood ashes freely 
every fall and early spring. 


PIUJNING. 
Few of tho old orchards have been 
properly pruned. 
Tho chief trouble 
has been that tho pruning has been 
spasmodic. 
Tho farm 
orchard is 
usually pruned but once in several 
years and then so severely that tho 
trees for a year or two are thrown out 
of balance, a condition manifested by 
a groat growth of wator-sprouts. Tho 
proper way to prune is to begin when 
trees 
are 
young 
and 
prune 
only 
enough to train aud head tho tree to 
the desired form. 
And then as the 
trees come into full bearing, little 
pruning is needed, if done yearly, 
aside from heading iu long growths, 
training tho branches, and removing 
crossed, crotchod and weak branches. 
Late winter, February and March, is 
the best time to prune. 
Tho wounds 
should be made as near as possible to 
the tree trunk and parallel with it and 
not beyond tho bulge and at right 
angles with the branch, as is so com­ 
monly done. 
An old and a good rule 
is, “prune strong-growing trees lightly 
and Avoak-growing ones severely.**— 
Detroit Free Press.

this we^k, i*i one of the most promising 
of the newer sorts which has been 
fairly tropted. 
On the grounds of the writer it did 
not produce the results claimed for it 
by the introducers, yet had suiliclent 
merit to w arrant further and more 
extended trials. 
The heads are large 
and solid, crisp and tender, while the 
plant stands the heat of summer well, 
thus greatly extending the season. One 
of the peculiarities of the variety is 
the tufted leaves and these, with the 
large and solid head, makes the varie­ 
ty exceedingly attractive to offer on 
the market. 


HUMUS IN T H E OPvCIIARD. 
It is an important point in farm­ 
ing to preserve the iumuis in the soil 
where there is no humus, 
llum us has 
a value distinctive from that of tho 
fertility it contains. 
It holds moist­ 
ure in the soil and also holds some 
forms of fertility. 
To increase it in 
the orchard a good way is to grow' 
legumes of some sort and plow them 
under at stated seasons. 
Not only 
does the cultivator thus increase the 
humus in the soil, but the nitrogen 
is increased as it lias been caught 
from the air by these plants. 
Some 
follow the practice of not plowing oi 
spading under the green crop, but of 
mowing and leaving it on the ground. 
But to our minds this is a very in* 
ferior way of getting the good of de 
caying humus. 
The air must in that 
case rob the crop mown of a part of 
its fertility, especially the volatile por 
tions, 
Moreover, tjie roots in the 
ground cannot get hold of this decay 
ing vegetation, 
and we see 
little 
chance of their benefiting by it. 
We 
believe that by all means^ the crop 
should be turned under in some way 
The soil will then grow more perfect 
in mechanical structure from year to 
year and the roots will always be able 
to get into touch with the humus and 
the fertility and the moisture in it.

and stood on another bar.

The next few moments were agoniz-

drain his system to the very dregs of 
energy and endurance. 


The blood from his torn hands ran 
down his wrists into his sleeves as ho 
climbed, and now and then a drop 
spattered upon his face. 
The pitiless 
sun-rays seemed to be probing his 
brain,

sciousness of suffering. 


Yet in spite of all he kept rising.

Arthur Sedgwick, assistant professor 
of botany in a Western college, came 
to New England to study the liora of 
the limerock region.

anist had o b t a i J i e d from its owner full 
permission to tread down the grass 
as much as he pleased.

For a brief space he hung dangling 
at arm's length against the face of the 
perpendicular wall, too horrified to do 
anything but hold on for dear life.

downward,

to rest on the surface of the water.

As Sedgwick's 
eyes

water-line along the base of the steep 
cliffs, his attention was caught by a 
dash of vivid pink against the dull 
blue quarry wall.

Sedgwick was too sensible to incur 
actual danger for tlio sake Of gaining 
the spray of yarrow; oji the other 
hand, he did not propose to be fright- 
ened from his purpose by tho mere 
difiiculty of the accomplishment. 


Ho scajined tho bidder bel6w Iiim. 
Its rounds appeared perfectly strong. 
Better 
still, a -wire 
rope, 
ruimliig 
through eyes in the end of iron rods;, 
and 
serving as a hand-rail, 
was 
stretched close beside tho ladders and 
sUiirs char to tho edge of the water. 
Although the cajivas that covered this 
rope yyns frayed ajid its supporliiig 
rods were red with rust, it gave jjrom- 
ise of security in case the wood should 
fail. 


Sedgwick's arms were siroiig and his 
jierves soujid. 
Ktepljjg firm hold of 
the twisted steel, ho cautiously tested 
the upper rounds of the ladder with

Ko sigjis of decay were ap- 
parent, and he began the de.scent. 


So careful was his progress that it 
was fully ten njinutes before he stood 
on the final ledge, oijly a fe\v inches 
above the water.

A man can afford to un- 
dergo some physical dibcomfort when 


it has lain on Iho iloor for a few min- 
utes go over tho carpet with a stiff 
broom moistened with hot water and 
icept clean by being frequently rinsed 
with hot water as tho swooping pro- 
gresses. 
After the sawdust has been 
removed, 
sweep the carpet with a 
softer broom. 
To go over it a third 
time with a broom bound with a soft 
cloth dampened with ammonia water

cloth must bo kept clean by constant 
rinsing, and the ammonia water must

CARE OF BROOMS. 


Brooms are expensive articles, and 
Wo wish them to last as long as pos- 
sible. 
When you are buying a broom 
select one that has a tinge of green 
About it, for it shows that the corn 
was cut when it was young and pliant. 
Make it a rule that whoever uses the 
broom shall hang it up as soon as tho 
sweeping is done, and" it will keep its 
ihape much longer than if it is thrown 
behind the door until it is wanted 
Again. 
Tho springs sold for that pur- 
pose are good and can bo fastened to 
the door frame or any other conven- 
ient place; or a screw eye may bo 
screwed into the top of the handle and 
Ihe broom hung up on a nail or hook 
when not in use. A new broom should 
never be used to scrub with. 
This 
(Klvico has been given so often that it 
seems useless to repeat it, yet wo see

'days a second hot period, with local eloud- 
l)nrst and heavy hail storms is predicted. 
July 17 to 19, 21 to 24 and 27, 28 arc oth­ 
er dates on which excessively warm \vcath- 
•er and atmospheric disturl)anccs may be 
looked for. 
This is tlie text of Mr. llicks^ 
j[n'edictions in Word and Works : 
This month begins in the last stage of a 
storxn period central on June the 2i)th. 
Storms and perturbations ot tliis periid 
‘ivill bo well on their wiiy toward the At­ 
lantic by the 1st and 2nd, witli fair and 
cooler weather following from the west. 
A reactionary storm period in central 
from tho 4th to the Gth, 
As the nu'on is 
'on the celestial equator on the 4tli, we

HARP.

ments, the violin, banjo, mauflolin. etc..

just as fond of music as the rest. 


Here is a way in which you can 
have all the music you want aud music 
of a very high order, too. which none 
of your little friends can produce on 
their favorite Instruments, no matter 
liow hard they try. 
You may have one 
of the very oldest musicians in the 
.world playing for you. and you may lis- 
ten to the very same melodies that the 
aniGcnt Greeks used to hear and whicli 
they thought so beautiful that 
they 
said tho spirit of music, which they 
called the threat God Pan. was playing 
for them. 
This music is nothing but 
the wind, and it is ready at all times 
to play for you if you will provide the 
instrument. 


Take two smooth strips of 
board, 
«ach about two feet long and

inches wide, and join them together at 
one end so that they will form a right 
xingle, like two sides of a square. Now 
drive a row of tacks in each 
stick, 
having each tack 
about two 
inches 
Apart, and your instrument is com-

Do not put your wind harp out in 
damp wcf.ther. as the moisture in the 
air will spoil your strings.—Indianapo- 
lis News.

THE GIANT TREES. 


One of Tliom Woultl MaVo ft Fi^nrc SI* 
Foot Ulffh and Twenty-four Mile« Lon^:. 
The only way wo can comprehend the 
greatness of the "big trees'- of Califor- 
nia without actually seeing them is by 
comparing them with things of every- 
day life. 
Imagine one of those trees 
being transplanted to the corner of 
Fifth avenue and Broadway. New York 
City. It would make the Fifth 
etmo 
Hotel look like a .cottage, and if the 
largest tree now growiu-: on Manhat- 
tan Island were placed on the top of 
the Flatiron Building, it would still be 
in the shade of the big Ivco's upper 
branches. 
General Wallouftel stated 
not long ago that if he could have hafi 
one of these big trees to throw across 
the Pei-ho River upon the arrival of 
the international army, it would have 
served as a bridge across which he 
could have marched the entire 30.000 
men into Pekin in forty-five minutes. 


It is estimated that some of these 
trees contain 750,000 feet of lumber, 
and we may get an idea of what this 
means when we hear that It would 
make a board fence six feet high and 
twenty-four miles long, or that it would 
supply eno^'gh telegraph poles to sup- 
port a line of wires running from ivan- 
sas City to Chicago. 
If the tallest elm 
tree you know of were cut down and 
bent into a circle, it would just about 
make a ring to fit the base ol: one of the 
big trees. 
But it is not their size alone 
which makes these giants so impres- 
sive; their age is still more remarkable. 
AYhen Cheop's army of loo.ono men be- 
gan to build the great 
pyramid of 
Jpc^eh, over 2000 years before Christ, 
tliese Sequoias, as they are «billed, had 
bark ou them a foot thick; they were 
old, old trees when Methusaleh was a 
baby—they arc the very oldest living 
things on the face of tho earth. 
And 
we Americans should regard them as a 
priceless heritage, which once taken 
from us could never be rephiced. nnd 
we sliould at any r^ost guard them for- 
ever from those who with ax and saw 
would in onf week undo tho work of 
SOOO years.—Woman's Home Compan- 
ion. 


rtiUzius: tlie Ueail Sen. 


It is believed that before very long 
the Dead Sea will be exploited for in- 
dustrial purposes. 
French 
engineers 
are at.work on three different projects 
with this purpose in view. 
The level 
of the Dead Sea being more than 1300 
feet below that of the Mediterranean 
and Bed seas, it is thought by connect- 
ing either of these two seas by means 
of a canal with the Dead Sea, a stream 
of water Avould flow with a veloi'ity 
calculated 
to produce 
some 25,000 
horsepower. 
There is dnnger, it is 
asserted, of an overflowing of the Dead 
Sea, for tlie waters there evaporate at 
so great a rate (C.000.000 tons a day) 
that the incoming waters would mnko 
no appreciable ditl'erence in the level. 
One project is to start the canal from 
the Bay of Acre, lead it southward 
past Mount Tabor, and let it join at 
Baisan, the waters of the Jordan. 
An- 
other plan is to build the canal along 
the railway line from Jaffa to Jerusa- 
lem, 
But this would, mean 
blasting 
A tunnel of some thirty-seven 
miles 
through the mountains of Old Judea. 
The third project, the cheapest, pro- 
poses to start at Aknba, in the Bed 
Sea, and pass through tho desert of 
Wady-el-Jebel. Having obtained power 
in this manner, it is thought many In- 
dus tria 1 works will bo carricd on.-^ 
London Daily News.

preparations were'applied to the tem- 
ples for two or three days, when the 
spasms ceased. 
In a case also of pre- 
sumptive inability of motion, caused by 
nervous 
debility, 
radium 
effected a 
complete cure within 
three days—pro- 
ably, however, through suggestion. 
In 
acute facial paralysis of entirely new 
origin, radium effected a cure in one 
day. 
Samples of weak radio-activity 
are now rather inexpensive, so that 
other physicians are enabled to verify 
these results.

T R E A T M E N T 
OF 
HEDGES. 


"When the hedge plants begin to die 
out the cause may sometimes bo traced 
to lack of plant food. There is consid- 
erable 
wood 
removed 
from 
hedge 
plnnts every year when the hedges are 
trimmed, and this annual loss cannot 
bo sustained l)y the plants unless they 
are assisted. 
Apply wood ashes freely 
every fall and early spring, 


PIUJNING. 


Few of tho old orchards have been 
properly 
pruned. 
The chief 
trouble 
has been that tho pruning has been 
spasmodic. 
The 
farm 
orchard 
is 
usually 
pruned 
but once in 
several 
years and then so severely that 
tho 
trees for a year or two are thrown out 
of balance, a condition manifested by 
a great growth of Avater-sprouts. Tho 
proper way to prune is to begin wiien 
trees 
are 
young 
and 
prune 
only 
enough to train and head the tree to 
the desired form. 
And then as the 
trees come 
Into full 
bearing, 
little 
pruning 
is 
needed, 
if 
done 
yearly, 
aside from heading in long growths, 
training the brandies, and removing 
crossed, crotchcd and weak branches. 
Late winter, February and March, is 
the best time to prune. 
The Avounds 
should be made as near as possible to 
the tree trunk and parallel with it and 
not beyond the bulge and at 
right 
angles with the branch, as is so com- 
monly done. 
An old and a good rule 
is, "prune strong-growing trees liglitly 
and Avcak-growing 
ones 
severely."— 
Detroit Free Press.

On the grounds of tho writer it did 
not produce the results claimed for it

extended trials. 
The heads are largo 
and solid, crisp and tender, Avhile the 
plant stands the heat of summer Avell, 
thus greatly extending the season. One 
of the peculiarities of the A'ariety is 
the tufted leaves and these. Avlth the 
large and solid head, makes the varie- 
ty exceedingly attractive to offer on 
the market. 


H U M U S IN T H E OUCIIARD. 


It Is an important point in 
farm- 
ing to preserve the liumus in the soil 
where there is no humus. 
Humus has 
a A'alue distinctive from that of tho 
fertility it contains. 
It holds moist- 
ure in the soil and also holds some 
forms of fertility. 
To increase it in 
the orchard a good 
Avay is to groAV 
legumes of some sort and ploAV them 
under 
at stated 
seasons. 
Not 
only 
does the cultivator thus increase the 
humus in the soil, but the nitrogen 
is Increased as it has 
been 
caught 
from the air by these plants. 
Some 
folloAV the practice of nut plowing oi 
spading under the green crop, but of 
mowing and leaving it on the ground 
lJut to our minds this is a very in- 
ferior way of getting the good of d e 
caying humus. 
The air must in that 
case rob the crop moAvn of a part of 
its fertility, especially the volatile i>or 
tlons. 
Moreover, 
t)ie roots 
in 
the 
ground cannot get huJd of this decay 
ing vegetation, 
and 
we see 
little 
chance of their benefiting by it. 
We 
beiieA'e that 
by all means' the crop 
should be turned under in some Avay 
The soil will then grow more perfect 
in mechanical structure from year te 
year and the roots Avjll always be able 
to get into touch with the humus and 
the fertility and the moisture in it.

Lam entable Condition. 
A life was lost in York AVcdnesdny be­ 
cause physicians have grown weary of 
• treating patients gratuitously, and anoth­ 
er life will probably be lost before the 
day closes for the same reason^ says the 
York Dispatch. 
Little Edward George AltholT, chok* 
ing and gurgling with the gagging diph 
thcria membrane in his throat died at 5 
p. m. June 29 in the family home, 141 W. 
Baptist Alloy, because his father, Wm. 
Althofl\ has no money to pay a doctor. 
Little Edward’s 7 year old brother is ly­ 
ing at the point of death with the same 
disease, and for the same reason. Inci- 
dohtally there is a two weeks' old baby 
in the AlthoiY home, and another child, 
a little girl, Avho is suil'ering with the 
deadly diphtheria. 
If there were in this twentieth ecntury 
and in this civilized citj»- of 40,000 edu­ 
cated people a physician connocted with 
the hospital, or disconnected with the 
hospital, who was paid a few hundred 
dollars a year by the aforesaid 40,000 peo­ 
ple for the purpose of giving medical 
treatment to patients who have no mon­ 
ey little Edward Althoif would, in all 
human probability, be alive and happy, 
his little brother w’ould not be at the 
point of death and the Althoil home 
would not be deep in the valle^^ of the 
shadow of death. 
For the existing conditions physicians 
arc not to be blamed, the AlthofCs are not 
to be blamed; but the whole Avrotched 
system, or lack of system, that practical­ 
ly repeats the cruel cry of the higway- 
man and says to its helpless victim,“ Your 
money or your life!” is deserving of the 
most severe censure. 
“If I had been able to treat the child 
34 hours before I did I am reasonably 
certain I could have saved its life,” said 
the physician Avho, called in all too late, 
gave and is giving gratuitously treat­ 
ment to the AltholT children. The city 
furnishes anti-toxin free of charge—some 
$tJO worth of it has already been used on 
the Althofl; family—but it docs not pro­ 
vide a jihysician to administer it. 
About two weeks ago a bab}»“ was born 
in the AltholT home. The physician in 
attendance then went ti^yay on a holiday 
trip. When diphtheria had both Edward 
and his brother firmly in its deadly 
clutches the father became alarmed and 
asked at least two physicians for their 
air. This was courteously, but firmly de­ 
clined. A day or t^vo later the distract­ 
ed parent found a physician who placcd 
brotherhood of man before the ethical 
brotherhood of his profession, and wdiose 
milk of human kindness hadn’t been 
soured by the repeated draughts made 
upon it. 
A supply of anti-toxin was 
promptly secured and injected; but the 
belated treatment was futile, and death 
has claimed a victim which the broad 
mantle of charity could have saved. 
[We are informed that the Althofi* fam­ 
ily formerly resided near Bonneauvillc, 
Mountpleasant township.]

Little Ed-ward George AltholT, chok- 
ing and gurgling with tho gagging diph 
thcria membrane in his throat died at 5 
p. m. June 29 in the family home, 141 W. 
Baptist Alloy, becausc his father, AYm. 
AUhoil\ has no money to pay a doctor. 
Little Edward^s 7 year old brother is ly- 
iug at tho point of death with tlio same 
disease, and for tho samo reason. 
luci- 
dohtally there is a two weeks' old baby 
in tho AlthoiY homo, and another child, 
a littlo girl, who is suiYcring with tho 
deadly diphtheria. 


If tiiere wero in this twoutieth ccntury 
and in this ciyilizcd city of 40,000 edu- 
cated people a physician counocted with 
the hospital, or disconnected Avith tho 
hospital, who was paid a few huudrcd 
dollars a year by tho aforesaid 40,000 peo- 
ple for the purpose of giving medical 
treatment to patients who have no mon- 
ey little EdAvard AltholT avouUI, in all 
human probability, be alive and happy, 
his little brother would not be at tho 
pohit of death and the AlthoiT liome 
would not bo deep in the valley of tho 
shadow of death. 


For the existing conditions physicians 
are not to be blamed, the Althoffs arc not 
to be blamed; but tho whole Avrotched 
system, or lack of system, that practical- 
ly repeats the cruel cry of tho higway- 
man and says to its helpless victim," Your 
money or your l i f e i s deserving of the 
most severe censure. 


"If I had been able to treat the child 
34 hours before I did I am reasonably 
certain I could have saved its life," said 
the physician who, called in all too late, 
gave and is giving gratuitously treat- 
ment to tho AlthoiT children. 
The city 
furnishes anti-toxin free of charge—some 
$:J0 worth of it has already been used on 
the AlthoiT family—but it does not pro- 
vide a physician to administer it. 


About two weeks ago a baby was born 
in the AlthoiT home. 
The phj^siciau in 
attendance then went away on a holiday 
trip. AYhen diphtheria had both Edward 
and his brotlier firmly in its deadly 
clutches the fatlier became alarmed and 
asked at least two physicians for their 
air. This was courteous!but firmly de- 
clined. A day or tAVO later the distract- 
ed parent found a physician who placed 
brotherhood of man before the ethical 
brotherhood of his profession, and whose 
milk of human kinduess hadn't been 
soured by the repeated draughts made 
upon it. 
A supply of anti-toxin was 
promptly secured and injected; but the 
belated treatment was futile, and death 
has claimed a victim which the broad 
mantle of charity could have saved.

Tho reiuling of fiction is a good recreaiton, but a very 
poor Of* ui'aiioii. 
a recreation it takes one out of one's self 
and away from the monotony and carrs 
everyday life, but as an occupation 
it is unwholesome, giving false ideas of lifo and vitiating the taste for more 
solid reading. There is plenty of bright, sunshining, healthy fiction Avhich is 
most beneiicial as a rolaxation for a holiday season, but care should be taken 
tliat this ephemeral diet be not continued too long. 
Own a few good editions of the standard authors, and take pleasure in tho 
possession of them. Bogin a library when youth is still with you, but begin one 
anyhow, even if you are old, and surround yourself with such friends as good 
bocTks always are. 
Head and re-read your Ruskin and your Carlisle; your 
Shakespeare and your Horace; your Tennyson and your Timrod; they will givo 
you thoughts which will rest your mind by tho seashore or in tlie mountains; 
on the lonely country highway, or in the crowded city streets. Let your books 
be selected as youv friends are for those qualities which last and not merely 
for amusement, and your youth and your old age will be crowned with friend­ 
ships which bless and loves which last 


Nonsense About» Society

OTHING is more popular than violent denunciation of that group 
of persons who are usually distinguished by a capital S from other 
N 
sections of universal society. This fashionable society is so safe a 
mark that any one who shies a brick toward it is sure to be regarded 
a. having made a very palpable hit. AVe are not sure that it is to 
tho crcdlt of liuman nature that it rejoices in the most exaggerated 
libels of the fashionable, as it does in equal libels of the rich. Envy accounts for 
much in the popularity of this kind of diatribe. What is the truth about society 
in America, or rather in that city whore all such discussion centres—in Now 
York? It is by no means equal to the society of London, and some other foreign 
capitals, wiiere tho leading social organization is marked by special culture and 
information, as Avell as by suiiicieiit leisure for social pleasures. It is not, as 
those foreign societies are, especially London, addicted to a process of selection, 
which brings a remarkable amount of training and talent into small compass. 
But, if one compares it not with what society ought to be, and in some places 
but with unselected humanity, the case is different. W hat is called society 
in New York averages as high and higher than people would average if taken 
indiscriminately from other walks of life in equal numbers. It has weaknesses 
enough, but nevertheless take its thousand families, or its four or five hun­ 
dred, or whatever number you like, and you will get a quality of human com­ 
petence and intelligence above the ordinary level. Its conspicuous absurdities 
are committed by a few; the men who are part of it, without being devoted to 
it, are as good as the average, and the women are much above the average. 
This is faint praise, where, opportunities for better things are great, but even 
society should have its due*

0 tho student's prophetic eye the present struggle is but a pro­ 
logue to the far more imposing drama of war sooner or later 
to ensue, whose theatre will be Eastern and Central A&la. 
and whose dramatis personae will embrace the armies and 
navies of the mightiest nations of the earth, Sooner or later 
the Anglo-Saxon and the Slav must grapple fur ascendency 
in the Far East in a sanguinary struggle between antipodal 
types of civilization, 
Sooner or later the Anglo-Saxon—for 
who doubts that the Anglo-Saxon brow will wear the bay of 
victory In the final test of strength with the Slav—must meet the problems of 
a possible yellow peril—a struggle of races. 
The contest may be long and fierce—the issue was foreseen before hostili­ 
ties began. In all probability the puny hand of Japan cannot stay the giant 
hand of Russia, Most certainly England, not improbably the United States— 
very likely these two powers in league will pronounce the ultimate “thus far 
and no farther*' to Kussia's voracious march of dominion. 
Japan worsted, 
Russia will undoubtedly cling to Manchuria—perhaps acquire Korea—and then 
turn again to imperil the British Empire by attempting to gain a foothold in 
Tibet, or the coveted outlet to the Persian Gulf. 
When the inevitable great 
struggle comes; when Slav and Anglo-Saxon stake all upon the fortunes of war 
in Asia—that will be no local conflict, but a universal epic of battle. 
Assuming the final triumph of the Anglo-Saxon over the Slav, the victor is 
foreseen entering China, peopled with one-fourth the whole human family, 
bearing the open lamp of Occidental enlightenment, and development, as it 
were, into a vast powder magazine of Mongolian menace. Taught to cultivate 
the arts of war and peace by Western models, hew long ere sleeping China 
awakes to a realization of her strength, turns upon and rends her W’ould-be 
benefactors, and, employing in menace tho weapons she will have been taught 
to use in beneficence, sweep over Asia, cvoss into and overrun Europe, and re­ 
peat the terrors of the invasion cf the Tartar hordes under Ghcngis Khan and 
^.'imour.

XE of the greatest leaders in aesthetic thought among English 
speaking people» lUiskin, Avas a strong advooato of owning good 
books, going so far as to say that ehoap books had a pornieions 
ofTect on the reader.

Tho most popular form the cheap book takes is tho novel, 
and the season of all seasons for the novel reader is tho summer 
time. 
Tho reading of iiction is a good recreaiton, but a very 
poor Of ui^niioii. ah a recreation it takes one out of one's self 
and away from tho mouotony and cares 
'' overyday life, but as an occupation 
it is unwholesome, giving false ideas of lifo and vitiating tho taste for more 
solid reading. 
There is plenty of bright, sunshining, healthy fiction which is 
most beneiioiiil as a rolaxation for a holidny season, but care should be taken 
tliat this ephemeral diet be not continued too long. 


Own a few good editions of the standard authors, and take pleasure in tho 
possession of them. Begin a library when youth is still with you, but begiu one 
anyhow, even if you are old. and surround yourself with such friends as good 
botfks always are. 
Read and re-read your Ruskin and your Carlisle; your 
Shakespeare and your Horace; your Tennyson and your Timrod; they will givo 
you thoughts which will rest your mind by tho seashore or in the mouutains; 
on the lonely country highway, or in the crowded city streets. 
Let your books 
be selected as your friends are for those qualities which last and not merely 
for amusoment, and your youth and your old age will be crowned with friend- 
ships which bless and loves w^hich last

OTHING is more popular than violent denunciation of that group 
of persons who are usually distinguished by a capital S from other 
N 
sections of universal society. This fashionable society is so safe a 
mark that any one who shies a brick toward it is sure to be regarded 
u. having made a very palpable hit. AVe are not sure that it is to 
tho crcdit of "human nature that it rojoices in tho most exaggerated 
libels of the fashionable, as it does in equal libels of the rich. Envy accounts for 
much in the popularity of this kind of diatribe. What is the truth about society 
in America, or rather in that city where all such discussion centres-in Now 
York? It is by no means equal to tho society of London, and some other foreign 
capitals, where the leading social organization is marked by special culture and 
information, as Avell as by suiiicipnt leisure for social pleasures. 
It is not, as 
those foreign societies are, especially London, addicted to a proccss of selection, 
which brings a remarkable amount of training and talent into small compass. 
But, if one compares it not with what society ought to be, and in some places 
is. but with unselected humanity, the case is different. What is called society 
in New York averages as high and higher than people would average if taken 
indiscriminately from other walks of life in equal numbers. It has weaknesses 
enough, but nevertheless take its thousand families, or its four or five hun- 
dred, or whatever number you like, and you Avill get a quality of human com- 
petence and intelligence above the ordinary level. 
Its conspicuous absurdities 
are committed by a few; the men who are part of it, without being devoted to 
it, are as good as tho average, and tho women are much above the average. 
This is faint praise, where, opportunities for better things are great, but even 
society should have its due*

Most certainly England, not improbably the United States- 
very likely these two powers in league will pronounce the ultimate ''thus far 
and no farther" to Russia's voracious march of dominion. 
Japan worsted, 
Russia will undoubtedly cling to Muncliuria—perhaps acquire Korea—and tJien 
turn again to imperil the British Empire by attempting to gaiji a foothold in 
Tibet, or the coveted outlet to the Pt-rsian Gulf. 
When the inevitable great 
struggle comes; when Slav and Anglo-Saxon stake all upon the fortunes of war 
iu Asia—that will be no local confiict, but a universal einc of battle. 


Assuming the final triumph of the Anglo-Saxon over the Slav, the victor 13 
foreseen entering China, peopled with one-fourth the whole human family, 
bearing the open lamp of Occidental enlightenment, and development, as it 
were, into a vast powder magazine of Mongolian menace.

The citizens of New Oxford Boroufrh are re- 
spectfully requested to read th€ following ex- 
tracts from a few of the BorouKh Ordinances:— 
PAKT OF SKCTTON 1, OF "FOR TniS GOOD 
OUDEIl AND GOVEHNMEJNT OF THE 
350K0UGJI.*' 
Be it ennctod by the Burircss and Town Coun- 
cil, and it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, that the following: oflcnses shall be con- 
sidered as airainst '*Good Order and Govern- 
nienfc," viz: Disturbiufr the peace by nifrht or by 
day by Khootiiig-, unnecessary shoutinpr. yelling, 
or otlier unnecessary or noisy proceediniis, etc. 


Seo. 2, OK Samk.—Any person or persons of- 
fending: the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
liable to arrest and tlie payment of a fine, etc. 
TO SECTION 2 OF OKDINANCE "RELATIVE 
TO PUBLIC NUISANCES." 


'No person or persons shall tlu'ow, place or 
•cause to bo placed or deposited in any street, av- 
enue. alley, lane, water course, etc., any putrid 
or unsoiuid meat. ilsh. dead animal, sldn of ani- 
mal, or other offensive jnatter. Any person vio- 
latine: the provisions of this section shall, upon 
conviction before any Justice of the Peace, be 
ihied in any sum not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
lars and costs of prosecullon for each and every 
olTense. 
ALSO TO SECTION 4 OF SAME ORDINANCE. 


If any privy or hog pen, slaughter house, or 
place where phosphate or fertili^.ers are kept or 
stored in said Borough of New Oxford, shall be 
kept in such condition that the smell arising 
tijorefrom shall be offensive to any portion of 
the citizens, the same shalibe deemed a nuisance, 
and the owner or occupant of the lot or premises 
is liable, upon conviction before any Justice Qf 
the Peace, to be lined in a sum not exceeding: 
twenty dollars. 


ALiSO TO SECTION 7 OP SAME ORDINANCE, 
•Which forbids the obstruction of gutters by grass, 
"weeds, or other matter. 


We trust that the citizens of our borough -will 
be careful to observe the ordinance relative to 
"nuisances'* and allow no filth nor olfenslve mat 
tor of any Jcind in or about their iiremises, as the 
Council intends to have the ordinance relative to 
nuisances put into if)rce.
